TOUGH FLOWER 


Heliopsis. the hardy zinnia or I 
orange sunflower, is one of those in- j 
destructible perennials which will 
thrive even in very poor soil, though 
it gives its best flowers lf grown 
where conditions are more favorable, j 
Sometimes it self-seeds yet it never 
becomes really troublesome, as the 
plants are shallow* rooted, and lf not j 
wanted it is a simple matter to pull 
them up when the soil is saturated 
with water. 
It is really astonishing to see on 
how little moisture the plants can 
subsist. When almost everything cise 
is wilting due to drought and heat 
the holiopris carries on admirably. 
Even under extreme conditions it 
appears frerh and full of vigor after 
the respite of a cooling night. Some­ 
times it is attacked by a species of 
large red aphids which 
arrange 
themselves in a line along the stems. , 
Several 
applications of a nicotine 
sulphate spray applied at intervals
